From overhead, a coast guard 


plane dropped flares to light up 
the arcs for surface searchers. 
.About SO relatives and friends of 
the Lynn's crewmen gathered at 
the fish pier looking out at the 
scene. They could see the ships 
there silhouetted against the clear 
sky by" the flares. 


Some became hysterical 
when, 


after several long hours, only four 
of the Lynn's crew were brought 
ashore. They seemed to sense thai 
no more would be brought in alive. 


All the Lynn's crewmen 
were 


residents of greater Boston. 


The coast guard and fishing ves- 


sels searched the waters far into 
the night but all they found up In 
dawn were empty life preservers 
and bits of wreckage. 


The water is about 40 feet deep 


where the collision occurred.

Temple, aged 57, Board chairman 
of Temple Cotton Oil Company and. 
president of Southern Pine Lumber 
Company, died a', a hospital here 
Wednesday morni:i0', shortly after 
he suffered a heart attack. Hu 
had been ill several days. 


Mr. Temple also \vas president 


of Temple Lumber Company which 
operates a sawmill ai Pinuland, 
Texas and 33 retail lumber yards 
in Texas; president of 
Temple 


Manufacturing Company, 
which 


operates a box factory at Dallas 
and several distributing ,varchousu 
and a vice president of Southland 
Paper Mills, Inc. of Lufkin, Tex., 
which manufactures newsprint. 


He went to work in "l'J16 for 


Southern Pine Lumber Company, 
which was founded here by his 
father, the late T. L. L. Temple. 
He became sales manager, then 
vice president and, upon tlv.- death 
of his father in 1935, president. 
Southern Pine operates one of the' 
biggest sawmills in Tcxus at Di- 
boU. 


Until a few months ago, he had 


been president of Temple Cotton 
Oil Company, which has mills ai 
North Little Rock, Arkadelphia, 
Hope and Ashdown. He was suc- 
ceeded by a nephew, Latar.e Tern- 
pie of North Little Rock.

'.Under any circumstances

But somebody Is going to 
lave to decide how much butler 
and how many gim.s, Fuiihermore, 
hat decision will have to be made 
n terms of the national defense in- 
stead of the national appetite." 


In a critical 10-000-word report, 


Ihe group reported "deliveries of 
defense hard goods— planes, tanks 
ships, and Runs— have fallen dan- 
gerously behind .schedule." 


The subcommittee suggested ap- 


pointment of a new "procurement 
czar" with broad powers within the 
defense department. 


It is said this official might be a 


new undersecretary of defense or 
the present chairman of the muni- 
tions board, John . Small, given 
additional powers. 


In any event, the report to the 


senate said defense production must 
get first claim and top priority on 
scarce materials, machine 
tools, 


and manpower. 


The report said that, sifter meet- 


ing all needs to reach production 
targets fixed by top military strate- 
gists, any other resources should' 
be used this way:

1. To expand the industrial base 


so that if mi attack comes we will 
have the industrial capacity nec- 
essary to produce the. enormous 
quantities of weapons and goods re- 
quired by a total war. 


"2 To assure an adequate supply 


of critical war nialcrnm for es- 
sential wartime production. 


"3. To maintain as healthy 
a 


civilian economy at as high a rate 
of civilian production us possible 
in view of the more compelling de- 
mands upon our resources."
